IdR.  CHAIRMM,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 


I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1970,  which  has  been  prepared  in  accordanoo  with  tb«  Dopartment 
of  Health  and  Social  Security  Circular  1/71. 

The  Health  of  the  district  remains  good  and  the  vital 
statistics  compare  favourably  with  those  of  the  country  as 
a whole. 

As  usual,  the  commonest  cause  of  death  was  disease  of  the 
heart  and  circulatory  system.  There  were  318  deaths  under  this 
heading.  Until  recently  this  had  not  been  thought  of  as  a 
preventable  condition,  but  the  evidence,  as  given  by  the 
Chief  Medical  Officer  in  his  Annual  Report  for  1969,  makes  it 
clear  that  cigarette  smoking  is  an  important  factor  in  this 
group  of  diseases  as  well  as  in  cancer  of  the  lungs  and  in 
bronchitis.  Continuing  publicity  with  regard  to  the  danger  to 
health  of  cigarette  smoking  is  therefore  more  important  than 
ever . 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  and  Housing  Committee  for  their  advice 
and  support  throughout  the  year,  and  the  staff  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  for  their  efficiency  and  helpfulness  at  all 
times .

SCARLET  FEVER.  Fourteen  cases  were  notified,  two  more  than  in 
1969.  The  illness  continued  mild  and  caused  no  deaths.  The  speedier 
return  to  school  and  non-exclusion  of  family  contacts  continued  and 
is  justified  by  the  mildness  of  the  disease. 

DIPHTHERIA.  No  cases  were  notified  for  the  tvjenty- fifth  year 
in  succession.  Whether  further  cases  do  occur  is  now  largely  in 
the  hands  of  parents,  as  the  disease  can  readily  re-appear  and 
spread  if  the  percentage  of  children  immunised  is  allowed  to  fall.

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SMALLPOX.  No  cases  were  notified. 


Vaccination  of  infants  under  two  years  of  age  is  our  first  line 
of  defence  against  smallpox.  The  trend  now  is  to  vaccinate  infants 
between  the  ages  of  one  and  two  years  rather  than  in  the  first  year 
of  life.  The  basal  immunity  provided  enables  re-vaccination  later 
in  life  to  be  carried  out  with  less  risk  of  reaction.  An 
increasing  number  of  people  travel  al'y.oad  £ind  vaccination  is  often 
required  as  a precautionary  measure.  Outbreaks  of  smallpox  arise 
suddenly.  Vaccination  is  our  only  safeguard  as  no  treatment  is  yet 
known  to  be  effective.

I'JHOOPING  GOUGH.  5 Gases  were  notified  in  1970. 

All  children  should  be  immunised,  preferably  starting  at  six 
months.  Immunisation  will  prevent  or  modify  t'he  illness  in  the 
majority  of  cases.  This  is  best  combined  with  diphtheria  and 
tetanus .

DYSENTERY.  There  were  three  cases  notified  in  1970, 
the  same  number  of  cases  as  1969. 

TET/UUS.  Immunisation  against  tetanus  is  best  combined 
with  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  antigens  in  infancy  and 
given  with  diphtheria  antigen  at  school  entry  and  at  age  10. 
The  tetanus  bacillus  is  a normal  inhabitant  of  the  intestine 
of  the  horse  and  immunisation  by  toxoid  is  an  important 
precautionary  measure  for  all  who  vjork  in  stables  and  on 
manured  land.  Infection  is  acquired  through  an  abrasion 
or  wound  of  the  skin  which  may  be  so  small  as  to  escape 
notice.  Immunisation  v/ith  the  toxoid  avoids  the 
prophylactic  use  of  anti- tetanus  serum  to  which  some  people 
are  allergic.  To  be  effective  immunisation  should  be 
reinforced  at  intervals  not  exceeding  five  years.  When 
anti- tetanus  serum  is  required  it  is  now  customary  to  give 
the  first  injection  of  tetanus  toxoid  at  the  same  time 
to  be  followed  by  two  more  doses  at  one  month  intervals 
in  order  to  avoid  the  further  use  of  anti-tetanus  serum 
at  some  future  date.

No  cases  were 
notified  during  the  year. 
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FOOD  POISONING.  Seven  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified 
in  1970.  Four  of  these  were  single  cases,  three  due  to  Salmonella 
Typhimurium  and  one  due  to  Salmonella  Group  D. 

There  were  two  small  family  outbreaks.  In  one,  due  to 
Salmonella  Typhimuriura,  one  case  was  notified  and  two  were  other- 
wise ascertained.  The  other  outbreak  which  v/as  due  to  Salmonella 
Enteritidis  involved  two  cases,  both  of  which  were  notified.

TUBERCULOSIS 


On  31st  December,  1970,  there  were  on  the  register  250  cases 
of  tuberculosis,  of  which  232  were  pulmonary  and  18  non- pulmonary . 

Five  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  ware  notified  as 
against  ten  in  1969.  One  case  of  non- pulmonary  tuberculosis  was 
notified.

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There  was  one  death  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  The  death 
rate  for  tuberculosis  was  0.023  per  1,000  of  population,  compared 
with  0.033  per  1,000  of  population  for  England  and  Wales. 

Protecti'v’e  B.C.G.  vaccination  is  offered  to  school  children 
in  the  13  year  age  group.  During  the  year,  130  children  were 
vaccinated. 

The  social  care  of  patients  as  well  as  the  medical  is  of 
the  greatest  importance  and  the  voluntary  service  of  our  local 
representatives  on  the  Epsom  and  Leatherhead  and  Banstead 
District  Care  Committee  is  greatly  appreciated.  The  Committee 
works  in  close  co-operation  with  the  Medical  Social  Workers  and 
provides  extra' nourishment , clothing,  bedding,  grants  for 
occupational -therapy,  and  holidays  for  children,  mothers  and 
convalescent  patients . 


M/BS  X-RAY 

A Mobile  Unit  attends  each  Tuesday  from  7.30  to  8.30  p.m. 
at  a site  adjoining  the  Central  Library,  The  Horseshoe,  Banstead, 
•for  members  of  the  public  and  for  patients  referred  by  their  own 
doctor.  During  the  year  .1,758  persons  were  x-rayed. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA 


Environmental  Services. 


The  Health  and  Housing  Committee,  acting  under  powers 
-delegated  by  the  Council,  administer  most  of  the  local  authority 
duties  referred  to  in  this  Report.  Improvement  grants  are  dealt 
with  by  a sob-committee  of  the  Finance  Committee,  the  Town 
'Planning  Committee  deal  with  the  planning  aspect  of  caravans  and 
the  Public  Works,  and  Highways  Committee  with  main  drainage 
-and  sewerage,  refuse  collection  and  disposal. 

Personal  Health  Services. 

These  services  include,  the  care  of  mothers  and  young  children, 
mi-dwifery-,- 'home- nursing , the  home  help  service  and  the  care  and 
after  care  of  persons  suffering  from  illness.  They  are  eidministered 
' by' tha  Surrey  County  Council  through  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer, 
,.'‘Grayswood,"  1,  Castlefield  Road,  Reigate  (Reigate  46843). 

’Sospital  Facilities. 

There  are  no  general  hospitals  within  the  Urban  District. 

The  chief -hospitals  serving  the  district  are  the  Redhill  General 
.Hospital;  East  Surrey  Hospital , Redhill;  Epsom  District  Hospital; 
5u^-^nn  Hn.gp,ira1;^  and  St.  Helier  Hospital,  Carshalton. 
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Specialised  hospitals  in  the  area  are  (1)  Banstead  Hospital, 
which  serves  part  of  the  Greater  London  area  and  Eanstead  and 
also  admits  mental  cases  with  tuberculosis  from  the  whole  area 
of  the  South-Vest  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board;  (2) 

Netherne  Hospital;  (3)  Tadworth  Court,  a country  branch  of  the 
Hospital  for  Sick  Children,  Great  Ormond  Street;  (4)  Queen 
Elizabeth  Hospital  for  Children,  administered  by  the  Board  of 
Governors  of  the  Hospital  for  Sick  Children,  Great  Ormond  Street; 

(5)  The  Zachary  Merton  Convalescent  Home,  a branch  of  the  London 
Hospital;  and  (6)  Shabden  Park  Hospital  for  the  long  term  geratric 
cases,  administered  by  Epsom  Group  Hospital  Management  Committee. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Tlie  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Epsom  and  the  labor atorv 
at  Sutton  Hospital,  are  available  for  bacterioloijical  and 
pathological  examinations  of  specimens  and  samples. 

For  chemical  analyses  the  services  of  the  Public  Analyst  are 
employed. 

417  infectious  disease  or  food  poisoning  specimens  and 
other  samples  were  submitted  to  the  laboratories  from  the  Urban 
District  and  were  made  up  of  222  faeces  specimens  and  195  others. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  Surrey  County  Council  Main  Ambulance  Control  is  at 
Walton  Lodge  Estate,  The  Horseshoe,  Banstead. 

In  cases  of  emergency,  for  example  accidents,  an  ambulance 
can  be  obtained  by  telephone  by  dialling  *999'. 

Requests  for  ambulances  in  all  other  cases  can  only  be  obtained 
through  a doctor  or  a hospital  and  such  requests  are  to  be  made  to 
the  Superintendent,  County  Ambulance  Control,  Walton  Lodge  Estate, 
The  Horseshoe,  Banstead,  Telephone:  Burgh  Heath  53491.

Water  Supply 

Water  for  domestic  purposes  is  supplied  to  the  district 
from  the  deep  wells  of  the  Sutton  District  Water  Company  and  of 
the  East  Surrey  Water  Company,  the  former  supplying  Banstead 
Village,  Burgh  Heath,  Kingswood,  Noik,  Preston,  Tadworth, 

Tattenhams  and  Woodmansterne  and  the  latter  Chipstead  and 
Hooley  and  Walton-on- the-Hill . 

Two  houses  at  Walton-on- the-Hill  are  supplied  with  water 
from  the  mains  of  the  Epsom  and  Ewell  Corporation. 

(a)  The  water  supply  of  the  area  and  of  its  several  parts  has 
been  satisfactory: - 

(i)  In  Quality 

Chlorination  is  applied  to  all  sources  of  supply  as 
chloramine  and  the  water  is  softened  to  9 degrees  or 
less  of  hardness.  The  Sutton  District  Water  Company 
and  the  East  Surrey  Water  Company  submit  samples  of 
water  for  examination  by  their  Consultant  Analysts  at 
monthly  intervals  and  also  operate  their  own  laboratories 
Samples  of  the  raw  and  treated  waters  are  examined 
daily  by  their  Chemists. 

Nine  samples  were  taken  in  the  Urban  District  for 
bacteriological  examination,  and  two  for  chemical 
examination.

Lead  is  consistently  absent  from  the  water  as  drawn  from  the 
wells  and  after  being  in  contact  with  lead  pipe  for  overnight 
periods  the  concentration  of  lead  (as  Pb)  is  within  the  limit 
laid  down  in  W.H.O.  International  Standards  for  Drinking  Water, 
2nd  Edition,  1963. 

( ii)  In  Quantity 

The  district  received  unrestricted  supplies  of  high  quality 
water  throughout  the  year. 

(b)  No  action  was  necessary  in  respect  of  any  form  of  contamination. 

(c)  The  nvnnber  of  dwelling  houses  and  the  number  of  the  population 
supplied  from  public  water  mains  are  as  follows: - 

(i)  Direct  to  houses 

The  Sutton  District  Water  Company  supplies  approximately 
12,465  dwellings,  the  East  Surrey  VJater  Company,  1,581 
and  Epsom  & Ewell  Corporation  two  dwellings.  The  total 
population  supplied  is  44,290. 

(ii)  By  means  of  standpipes 

All  the  dwellings  in  the  urban  district  have  a piped  v/ater 
supply  therein  except  the  majority  of  caravans  which  have  a 
supply  by  standpipe. 

(d)  The  natural  fluoride  content  of  the  water  is  less  than  0.1  p.p.m. 
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The  existence  of  a deep  well  in  the  grounds  of  a derelict  property 
at  Woodmans terne  was  brought  to  light.  It  was  found  to  be  171  feet 
deep  to  water  level  and  the  depth  of  water  was  over  45  feet. 

The  attention  of  the  Sutton  District  Water  Company  was  drawn  to 
this  and  they  immediately  took  steps  to  seal  the  well  head.

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  majority  of  premises  in  the  district  are  served  by 
public  foul  water  sewers. 

Generally,  the  sewers  serving  Chipstead  and  Hooley, 
Kingswood  and  Woodmansterne  discharge  to  disposal  works  of  the 
Greater.  London  Council  at  Beddington  and  the  sewers  in  the 
remaining  part  of  the  district  discharge  to  disposal  works  at 
Worcester  Park  also  now  under  Che  control  of  the  G.L.C. 

Foul  water  sewers,  amounting  to  h mile  in  length, 
were  laid.  The  approximate  length  of  foul  water  sewers  is 
102  miles.  This  excludes  public  sewers  which,  prior  to 
1st  October,  1937,  were  known  as  combined  drains. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  consultations  were  still  proceeding 
with  the  Greater  London  Council  in  relation  to  the  inclusion 
of  Banstead  U.D.  in  the  Greater  London  drainage  area. 

Where  sewers  are  not  provided,  drainage  of  premises  is 
by  cesspools  or  septic  tank  installations.  The  number  of

Cesspool  Emptying 

The  Council  undertake  the  emptying  of  cesspools,  the  service 
being  free  of  charge  where  a public  sewer  is  not  available.  Three 
cesspool  emptiers  were  in  use.  The  cesspool  contents  were  discharged 
into  the  sewers  at  three  disposal  points,  at  Waterhouse  Lane,  Kingswood. 
How  Lane,  Chipstead,  and  Brighton  Road,  Lower  Kingswood. 

Closet  Accommodation 


Water  closets  are  the  general  rule,  but  there  are  six  pail 
closets  in  Kingswood,  three  in  Chipstead,  and  one  in  Wal ton-on- the- 
Hill,  three  of  these  pail  closets  being  at  domestic  properties 
and  three  at  caravans.  Emptying  where  necessary  was  undertaken 
by  the  Council  twice  weekly,  the  service  being  free  of  charge  where 
a public  sewer  was  not  available. 

Pvefuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

House  refuse  was  collected  by  the  Council  weekly,  except  in 
the  case  of  Banstead  and  Netherne  Hospitals,  from  which  the 
refuse  was  collected  daily,  Monday  to  Friday. 

Disposal  of  the  refuse  was  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  at 
Rookery  Farm,  Lower  Kingswood, 

The  refuse  service  was  operated  under  the  control  of  the 
Council's  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

Civic  Amenities  Act,  1967 

In  accordance  with  this  Act,  a place  has  been  provided  at  the 
Controlled  Tip,  Rookery  Farm,  Lower  Kingswood,  where  residents  may 
deposit  refuse  free  of  charge.  Abundant  use  has  been  made  of  this 
provision  and  the  amount  of  refuse  tipped  outside  the  entrance  gates 
when  the  official  tip  is  closed  has  proved  an  embarrassment. 

Nevertheless  despite  publicity  and  appeals  dumping  of  rubbish 
still  takes  place  on  roadsides  and  car  parks  adjoining  common  land 
which  has  to  be  constantly  cleared  by  the  Council . 
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The  Act  provides  for  a maximum  fine  of  £100,  on  conviction 
for  any  unauthorised  dumping.  There  were  no  prosecutions  under 
this  Act  during  the  year.

No  pools  were  available  in  the  district  for  use  by  the  public. 
There  were  three  open  air  pools  and  four  indoor  pools  at  Schools, 
one  indoor  pool  at  office  premises  and  it  is  known  there  are  a 
number  cf  private  open  air  pools  at  residential  premises.

An  assistant  accidentally 
fell  into  this  hole  causing  injury.

Petroleijm  (Consolidation)  Act,  1928 


43  licenses  were  granted  for  the  storage  of  petroleum  spirit 
during  the  year,  and  the  statutory  fees  were  paid. 

The  routine  inspections  of  storage  sites  to  ensure  that 
there  is  compliance  v/ith  the  licence  conditions,  and  work  entailed 
in  supervising  and  testing  the  installation  of  new  underground  tanks, 
pumps,  pipelines  and  electrical  equipraent,  makes  a considerable 
call  on  the  time  of  the  inspectors.

Qualification  Certificates 

The  introduction  under  the  Housing  Act  1969  of  a new 
system  of  converting  controlled  tenancies  to  regulated  tenancies 
of  dwellings  which  have  been  brought  up  to  a satisfactory  standard, 
by  means  of  the  issue  of  qualification  certificates  resulted  in 
many  applications  being  received  for  such  certificates.  Dealing 
with  these  applications  involves  a complicated  and  exacting 
procedure  between  Landlord,  Local  Authority,  Tenant  and  the 
Rent  Officer.  The  first  full  year's  operation  of  this  system 
has  made  a great  demand  upon  the  time  of  the  inspectorial 
and  clerical  staff.
